The Soviet Relief Commission , how ­ 
ever, is without an y con firmation of 
the tr uth of Min d lin ’s st atem en ts. 
Members of the Commission 
said 
that Nobile was n ot allowed to a c ­ 
com pa n y the Krassin because he is 
physically d isabled an d n eed s med i­ 
cal atten tion . 
In view of Nobile’s p r e ­ 
sen t physical con d ition it was believed 
that he could n ot re n d e r an y material 
assis tan ce to the sear chers.
